WINNIPEO,  Jan  9  (CP).  With 
the  avowed  purpose  of  taking  plc- 
ttnes  In  the  Oreat  Bear  Lake  dls- 

Irlrt.  .scene  of  recent  discoveries  of 
radium  and  .silver  ore.<.  a  founer 
Ru.sslan  nobleman  I'liiKe  Leo 
Gelltzlnl.  flew  into  Winnipeg  yes- 
terday on  a  mail  plane,  bought 
himself  an  areoplane,  and  flew  out 
again  today. 

The  prince,  who  now  llvaa  at 
Edson,  AlU.,  admitted  ha  planned  a 
flight  to  the  Arctic  -nUneral  area, 
but  Insisted  he  did  not  contemplate 
staking  claims  there  He  was  ac- 
companied by  a  commercial  pilot, 
Grant  .Macconachie.  of  Edmonton, 
who  took  the  controls  of  the  new 
machine  as  the.  pair  hoppsd  Off  for 
Edmonton.

main  .street  of  Tirana. 

For  two  days  following,  white- 
sheeted  figures  were  suspended  from 
aeaSolda  with  printed  algna  for  the 
populaoe  to  read.  Iliey  were  the 
bodies  of  the  revolutionary  leaders. 
Others  less  deserving  of  this  pub- 
licity were  dl.sposed  of  by  firing 
sqiiads  For  the  first  time  since 
their  last  great  King  Skanderbeg, 
who  died  in  the  fifteenth  century, 
Albania  recognised  a  stem  ruler. 

Zog,  en  becoming  Prime  Minister, 
'nstl^itm  reienna  to  modernise  the 
ifttia  eoontry  that  had  been  occu- 
pied for  500  years  by  the  Turks. 
Broken  down  bridges  that  the 
people  had  left  for  "Allah"  to  re- 
pair were  quickly  restored  and  new 
roads  built  through  the  country, 
country.  Schools  were  opened  and 
communication  systems  Installed. 

But  Zog's  troubles  were  only  be- 
glniring.  When  a  young  Albanian. 
Fan  NoH,  who  had  graduated  from 
Harvard  College,  arrived  on  the 
scene,  he  decided  to  a,s.sume  Zog's 
place.  Defented  in  hl.s  first  attempt, 
he  was  succes-^fiil  in  the  .second,  and 
for  a  time  Zog  was  in  exile  In 


the  brilliant  player,  in  addition  to 
his  brilliancy,  should  also  be  a  good 
partner  to  be  a  winning  player.

p!i!i.s(iii  (if  tlx  .scores  of  the  bidding, 
teams    Mr.  White  rightly  reasoned! 
that  a  small  slam  bid  with  the  North 
and  South  holdings  waa  hMvttahla.^ 
His  bid  of  seven  no  trump  waa  mudi! 
too  strong,  although  the  hid  of  one' 
spade  by  Mrs.  Jerow.  which  opened 
the  spectacular  contracting,  showed 
two  and  a  half    honor    tricks  plu.s.

Hence,  her  haiul  must  ba 
stronger  in  honors   to   Justify  the 
opening    bid      If   either   of  the 
queens  In  her  hand  were  In  a  red 
suit.  It  would    probably  establl.sli 
that  suit  with  no  losers.    Even  if 
that  failed,  there  remained  a  finesse 
in  the  diamond  suit.  The  contract 
was  made,  although  aa  the  hand 
shows,  ita  suBcaas  depended  upon 
the  diamond  flneale.  The  more 
conservative  bid  of  six  no  trump 
should  have  been  the  final  bid,  but 
the  fortunate  distribution  of  the 
key  suit  permitted  the  making  of 
tha  aontraet.

South  African  War.  On  arrival  In 
this  country  he  spent  five  years 
around  Victoria  and  Vancouver  be- 
fore he  finally  Joined  the  police. 
In  this  service  he  was  stationed  at 
ChllcoUn,  Rock  Creek  and  many 
other  interior  towna. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Great  War 
he  returned  to  England  to  rejoin 
his  old  regiment  immediately  and 
was  shortly  afterwards  In  the  firing

Where  the  medical  profes.^ion  has 
perhaps  made  a  mistake  ls  in  not 
treating  cases  of  overweight  as  they 
would  other  ailments.  The  physic- 
ian knowa  the  patient  Is  eating  too 
much  la  the  majority  of  cases,  and 
to  a  few  other  cases  It  may  be  that 
It  Is  laok  of  exercise,  and  he  quite 
naturally  suggests  to  each  patient 
that  he  or  she  eat  a  Uttle  le.ss  food, 
and  take  a  little  more  exercise 

Now  this  advice  will  not  be  fol- 
lowed by  one  in  fifty  because  many 
of  these  todividuals  do  not  think 
they  eat  very  muCh  and  do  thtok 
they  take  oooalderable  exercise.

Four  Frcnrhmcn  Make  * 
Daring  Dash  Across

FOUR  Frenchmen  have  just  completed  a 
daring  BMter  Journey  from  Morocco  dowa 
an  ancient  caravan  traU  to  the  salt  mines  of 
TYtUdeni,  in  the  heart  of  the  Western  Sahara, 
it  was  learned  recently  in  Paris.  Tito  party, 
oomposed  of  two  journalists,  the  manager  of 
the  Trans-Sahara  Company  and  a  mechanic, 
Is  now  making  a  dash  northward,  retradnff  the 
route,  having  received  word  that  hostile  bands 
of  nomads  were  seeking  to  cut  tliem  off.  The 
four  are  the  first  wMte  men  to  ptntlfate  into 

this  Isolated  region  In  twenty-five  years 

Driving  two  Renaults,  the  group  started 
from  Colomb  Beohar,  oa  the  sastsiB  tdrtar  of 
Morocco,  and  drove  south  along  a  drled-up 
watercourse  to  Reggan,  then  southwest  across 
a  pltuess  wuntf  waste  ta  «m  *1H»  BMm^ 
centring  around  Taudenl. 

From  there  the  correspondents,  Leo  Oervllle- 
Beaehe  and  Jay  Roger-MhtMeu.  seat  two  mes- 
sages  by  military  routes  south  to  Arawsn. 
thence  to  Bamago,  Senegal,  where  the  news 
waa  radioed  to  Paria  today.

Tlie  benefl(i.Tl  efTect  of  nil.scible  oil.s  Is 
probably  due  to  the  removal  of  tte  moss,  in- 
aaet  egga  and  loale  en  tte  barlL  Although 
moss  is  seldom  cla.ssed  as  a  casual  apent  of 
{tent  disease,  there  seems  little  doubt  ttet 
its  presence  raduoaa  tte  ritaUty  of  tte  fnrit 
trees.  Even  if  we  assume  that  the  moss' Is 
directly  harmful,^  its  presence  undoubtedly 
creates  favorable  cfindMona  for  dlaaaaa  sporea 
to  UxlKe  and  Kermlnate.  Our  investigations 
also  suggest  ttet  Insect  Injury  la  an  Important 
factor  ta  tte  eraatlcn  of  favoraUa  eonditlons 

for  the  rntrunce  of  fungus  dlsaaaa.  Btudents 
of  plant  disease  aU  over  tte  worM  are  rqwrt- 
Ing  new  easm  of  tte  crmtlon  of  favorable  ooa- 
ditioas  for  tte  antnnce  of  fungus  dlseasea 
by  insect  Injury.  Tte  destruction  of  scale, 
mfihlOM  and  other  paraaitle  Insect  eggs  by  the 
miscible  oil  sprays  undoubtedly  reduces  the 
amount  of  Insect  injury  and  aa  a  rnmapwwia 
tte  amount  of  fungus  disease. 

I:nuilsif ying  Agents 

TKfcJiE  has  been  some  objection  to  the 
ooot  of  tte  oommerelal  oil  sprays.  Tte 
mineral  oils  can  ea.slly  be  emulsified  by  a 
variety  of  substances.  The  first  emulsifying 
agaat  taated  by  thle  laboratory  was  a  potaarfum 
rosin  fish  oil  soap  developed  as  a  .spreader  for 
Bnrdaaux  and  Ume  sulphur,  and  prepared  by 
balling  togatter  four  paru  ream,  one  part 
fish  oil,  one  part  water,  and  one  part  caustic 
potash.  A  small  quanUty  of  this  aoap,  one 
pound,  dteolvad  In  watar  to  tte  eonststeocy 
of  a  thick  KTuel,  will  readily  emulsify  over 
ten  gallons  of  mineral  oU.  In  the  emulsifl- 
catlon  ot  tte  mineral  oU  tte  mme  precautions 
have  to  be  followed  as  In  the  preparation  of 
mayonnaise  dressing.  The  oU  has  to  be  poured 
in  slowly  whte  tte  emulsifying  agent,  tte  scap 
solution.  Is  stirred  vigorously.  The  addition 
of  a  smaU  amount  of  water  from  time  to  Ume 
prevaata  tte  amuhtOB  from  breaking  in  tte 
course  of  preparatloB.  The  most  satiafaMflvy 
final  product  diould  conUln  about  seventy- 
five  per  cent  oil,  twenty-four  per  cent  water 
and  one  per  cent  or  ie.vs  of  resin  soap. 

Mora  staple  miscible  oils  may  be  prepared 
by  mdng  a  solution  of  casein  as  the  emulsi- 
tftat  agent.  Tlie  casein  may  te  rtlaenlvad  to 
a  amaU  amount  of  ammonia.  The  method  of 
emulsion  preparation  la  exactly  tte  same. 
The  character  of  the  mineral  oil  la  of  aome 
Importance.  Although  emulsified  rnink-ca.se 
oU  waste  is  used  as  a  dormant  oil  spray,  this 
product  Is  so  tatMMa  la  aaaMmllMB  that 
it  eaOBOt  te  recommended.  TJie  refined  oils 
•a  te  purehaaed  from  practically  any  of 
tte  aa  compaatw.

'  Of  Cartier  A  r rival 
Will  Be  Celebrated 


MONTREAL,  Que  tCP>  A  large 
scale  celebration  of  the  fourth  cen- 
tonary  of  the  arrival  at  Montreal  of 
the  great  French  explorer,  Jacques 
Cartier,  is  now  being  plannel  by  the 
Canadian  Archaeology  and  Numis- 
matic Society  and  the  Montreal  His- 
torical Society,  the  two  princl|>sl 
hlStockal  eodettos  In  this  city,  to 
take  place  In  1994.  A  provUdonal 
committee  of  prominent  citizens  ha* 
been  formed  to  work  out  plans  and 
arrange  for  a  fitting  celebration  of 
an  outstanding  event  In  the  history 
of  Montreal  and  of  Canada.

which  had  sent  almost  all  Its  boys 
to  ssa.  at  least  for  a  while.  Stert- 
inff  at  flnt  en  a  mtle  packet  which 
made  Journeys  out  to  Hamilton  and 
other  nearby  points,  Cap'n  Pitz,  as 
got  to  be  known,  roamed  for  over 
nfty  years  on  his  beloved  Great 
Lakes,  .shipping,  as  It  was  then  the 
custom,  coal  to  Chicago  and  wheat 
to  Buffak}. 

When  steamers  came  in  and  the 
skies  became  darkened  with  smoke, 
the  veteran  folded  his  sella  and  re- 
turned to  his  native  town,  voicing 
in  booming  tones  his  scorn  of  a 
■oullsm  modsm  worid.  With  his 
Interest  turned  away  from  naviga- 
tion. Captain  Pitigerald  successfully 
managed  up  to  hl.s  death  a  small 
coal  business  But  the  spirit  of  yore 
never  quite  died  within  him,  and. 
during  houi.s  of  leisure,  he  loved  to 
gather  friends  and  children  around 
him  and  recall  tales  of  bravery,  of 
tlglUs  aKamst  storms  on  Lalce 
Huron,  when  the  wind  whistled 
About  the  ice<sh9eted  sails  and  ths 
lights  on  shore  grow  dfaamor. 

He  died  where  he  was  bom,  and 
as  he  laid  within  the  oentary-eid

This  opinion  was 
expressed  m  an  emphatic  manner 
by  Dr.  J.  I.  Lattlmer,  professor  of 
agrlBultaral  eoonomles  at  Ifacdon- 
ald  OoDogo,  ate.  Anne  de  Bellevue, 
In  a  new  addrsas  delivered  here 
on  "Some  Aspects  of  the  Agricul- 
tural Situation  ■' 

Farming  was  not  in  quite  as  .sorry 
a  predicament  as  some  other  iiulus- 
tries.  because  the  volume  of  business 
wa.s  fairly  well  maintained.  Dr  lAt- 
tlmcr  observed.  As  an  Industry, 
however,  it  had  small  purchasing 
power  for  manufactured  goods  at 
present  prices,  awaiting  more  or  less 
a  readjustment  of  prices  before  en- 
tering the  market  as  a  bufor.  This 
u  largely  from  ceospalskm.  he 
continued,  but  also  partly  from 
resentfulness  at  the  present  price 
discrepancy.  Hence  there  was  the 
alternative  still  open  to  many  in- 
dustries of  either  lowering  their 
prices  or  taking  their  punLshment  In 
unemployment,  Dr.  Lattlmer  said.
